AN ACT to authorize the Long Lake Improvement Company,
a corporation, to repair, reconstruct, build and maintain a
dam, at the outlet of Long Lake, on government lot Nu.
three (3), scetion No. eighteen (18), township No. thirty-
two (32), north of range No. eight (8) west.

The people of the slale of Wisconsin represented in senale and
assembly do cnacl as follows:

Leeation of.  Skcrion 1. For the purpose of improving the
navigation of Long lake, in the county of Chippewa, Wiscon-
sin, the Long Lake Improvement Company, a corporation, it3
suecessors or assigng, is hereby authorized to repair, add to, re-
construet and maintain, or build, ercet and maintain a dam, on
the north shore of Long lLake on the southerly side of govern-
ment lot No. three (3), in scetion No. eighteen (18), township
No. thirty-two (32) north of range No. eight (8) west, at a
point in said government lot No. three (3), at or near the outlet
of said Long Lake, and upon or near the site and location of the
dam now being at said outlet; provided, that in the repair or
reconstruction of the present dam, or the building and erecting
of a new dam, the public highway extending over and across the
present dam shall be kept and reserved in its present state of
usefulness.

Rights and powers conferred. Srctiox 2. The said Long
Lake Tmprovement Company, its suecessors or assigns, for the
purpose of aequiring any flowage rights that it or they may
decin necessary in earrying out the provisions of this aet, may
exercise all powers granted by scetions 1777a to 1777d, inclu-
¢ive, of the statutes of Wisconsin.

Fishway. Sicrion 3. The dam so erected shall be provided
with a good and sutlicient fishway to he approved by the state
board of commixsioners of fisheries, and said fishway shall, at
all times, be kept in good repair and open and free for the easy
passage of fish np and down saiil dam.  Tn ease the owner or
owners of sald dam shall negleet or refuse to construet or keep
in repair, or keep open sueh fishway, as required by the pro-
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visions of this act, they shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined

not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred
dollars.

Legislative rights reserved. Spcrtiox 4. The right of the
legislature to amend or repeal this act is hereby expressly re-
served.

CHAPTER 181.

AN ACT to aythorize Alwin A. Muck, of the town of Brule,
Douglas county, Wisconsin, his heirs, associates and assigns,
to bnild and maintain a dam across the Brule river, in Doug-
las connty, Wisconsin, for the purpose of improving the navi-
gation of said river and creating hydraulic power for the
operation of machinery and for other lawful purposes.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin represented in senate and
assemdly do enact as follows:

Location of dam. Srcrron 1. Alwin A. Muck, of the town
of Brule, Donglas county, Wisconsin, his heirs, associates and
assigns, are hereby authorized to build and maintain a dam
across the Brule river, in Douglas county, Wisconsln, at any
moint he or they may select on scction twenty-two, in township
fortyseven north, of range ten west, of the height of not more
than thirty-six feet above low water mark, for the purpose of
improving the navigation of said river and for the creation of
water power for the operation of machinery of all kinds which
he or they may sec fit to erect; and said Alwin A. Muck, his
heirs, associates and assigms, may sell or lease the right to use

the water power created by said dam, to any person or persons
vhomsoever.

Slide or chute. Srcrtion 2. Said Alwin A. Muck, his heirs,
associates and assigns, shall provide and furnish said dam with
